Vic in January last year, to the end of. the 
present season, which will be the end of 
next week. In addition the trustees have 
to pay the balance due for the equip- 
ment of the theatre, which anrounts to neariy 
£2,000. This ‘will enable Sadier’s Wells to 
start its next season with equa! liability with 
the Old Vic., which has had to carry an 
undue proportion of the risk for nearly a 
year and a half... The trustees, recognising 
this, have decided to reimburse the Old Vic. 
any losses incurred up to the end of the pre- 
sent season in consequence of the opening of 
Sadier’s Wells. 

While the assistance of the trustees has 
aided both theatres considerably, they are 
still indebted for large amounts—the Old Vic. 
for about £5,000 and Sadler's Wells about 
£20,000. Possibly an application from some 
of our struggling theatres or dramatic 
societies might be taken sympathetically by 
the Carnegie United Kingdom Trustees. 
is true that no work like that of the Old Vie. 
or Sadler's Wells is done here, but .con- 
temporary drama also needs assistance.

A TRIBUTE TO HIS LEGAL 
KNOWLEDGE. 


A friend of over thirty years writes :—The 
death of Mr. ©. H. Denroche not only re- 
moves from the many who were associated 
with him in the public life of the Irish Free 
State and Northern Ireland a highly esteemed 
colleague, has left the two professions in, 
and for which he had worked, the poorer for 
his removal, Although he had officially re- 
tired from his work as a solicitor, his advice 
and help were still often sought and freely 
given.

2 ! say it can be done here,” said Mr. de

There was no doubt whatever in the minds 
of the lawyers that he had asked about it 
that they had the right, even in the Treaty, 
to pass thig bill and make it law and take 
away these restrictions. The only way in 
which they could say there was restrictive 
action here was on the ground that the 
Treaty giving the Free State its status tied 
the State in the position in which it then 
was. He asked the Opposition would they 
hold that the question of status was one 
fixed, and fixed at that particular period.

. be inconsistent with their own attitude; for 
they themselves ‘had rentoved the Article 
which provided for appeal to the Privy 
Covncil..

FREEDOM TO GET FREEDOM. 


When the Treaty was before the Dail 
originally, one of the arguments put forward 
in favour of it was that it gave freedom to 
achieve freedom. Were those who acted on 
that policy then going to say now that there 
was to be a perpetual barrier to advance- 
ment? Let the British say that if they 
chose, but why should any Irishman say it, 
and particularly when it was not true? 
Whatever may have been the position in 
1921, in the year 1952 there Was no doubt 
whatever that. they could remove Article 17 
of >the Constitution, and do it without 
violating any. contractual obligation they 
had with Britain. 

Proceeding, Mr. DE VALERA dealt with 
the section of the bill that deletes Section 2 
ot fre Constitution, and said that the section 
in 'the Constitution made the Constitution 
subordinate to the Articles of Agreement.

BILL DENOUNCED. BY 
MR. COSGRAVE. 


POLITICAL CHICANERY, 


Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (C.nG., Cork 
City), said—The introduction of this bill is 


not a matter on which the Government can | 


receive many con~-atulations. It appears to 
be one of ths greatest pieces of political 
chicanery in history. I do not propose to go 
into the legal discussions as to whether or 
not the international agreement which was 
signed some ten or eleven years ago is in its 
form treaty, ór whether in its strictly tech- 
nical sense it is properly described by being 
called a tresty.. The validity of an interna- 
tional agreement does not depend upon form, 
but on substance. We have regarded rela- 
tions between this country and Great Britain 
as being based on the Treaty. The sanction 
for its observance by both sides rests on the 
basis solely of matual res and confidence 
in each other's good faith. We have acted 
sinre the inception of the State on that basis, 
which is, I believe, the only possible basis 
for good relations. Two of the greatest 
Irishmen who ever lived, in either this or 
any other generation, signed that a ent 
on that understanding, and pledged on behalf 
of this country the observance of this 
country and the maintenance of that agree- 
ment, or article of agréement, or the Treaty, 
or whatever people like to cal) it. They never 
contempla and never imagined that this 
country would repudiate or make any attempt 
to repudiate the signatures appended to that 
instrument. 

Purely legal action of a unilateral character 
in respect of an international nt will 
not commend itself to the representatives of 
any other nation, either in Europe or in 
the whole world, and the basis of every 
negotiation ipto .which. we entered at. the 
Imperial Conferenee or elsewhere—the basis 
of our case was our, adherence to. the bond 
which. we had made and thé. instrument 
which we had signed, and which successive 
elections of the people of this country ap- 
proved over a period of something like ten 
years. 

There was an interruption here, and Mr. 
Cosgrave continued—Someone has mentioned 
‘* duress.” ere was an attempt at duress 
on the part of a certain minority in this 
country to prevent the people of this country 
giving their adherence or sanction, and the 
people answered that attempt to terrorise. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ARGUMENTS. 


In listening to the speech of the President 
of the Executive Council, I was satisfied 
that, if wé had not succeeded with the 
authority and the actions that we had taken, 
all of those who objected to the signing of 
the Treaty, and the acceptance of the 
Treaty—and certainly those seventy seats 
over there are ample proof and satisfaction 
to me personaly and the late administra- 
tion—that the assertive methods we 
were not without fruit. Practically every 
argument of the President of the Executive 
Council to-day was to the effect that the 
powers we had achieved, and the sanctions 
we had got, and the Statutes that had been 
passed enabled him to stand wp here to Bay :
